On Pan Again 
For Violations

City Attorney James Hall was 
asked to investigate continued vio­ 
lations of city ordinances by the 
Torrance Sand and Gravel Co., by 
the City Council at Tuesday's 
meeting.

The request was made after re­ 
presentatives from Pacific Hills 
appeared at the meeting to protest 
certain operations of the company.

Large boulders are being rolled 
down the lower slopes of the Palos 
Verdes hills cnto the property of 
Pacifip Hills residents by the sand 
and gravel company's activities, 
it was charged.

In addition, the firm is maintain­ 
ing a nuisance in the form of an 
unfenced drainage pool near homes 
in the Pacific Hills area, it was 
alleged.

The company is under order 
from superior court to move their 
operations^ back into the hills and 
away from human habitation.

Hall promised- to investigate the 
charges and take such action as 
is necessary to halt the violations.
